Project studies referendum

—How do the francophone and 
anglophone media treat the 
Quebec referendum debate? 

What sort of Information will 
be given to the people about 
the two options? Will citizens 
be ablé to make an Intelligent 
choice from the Information 
presented to them by the 
media? 

Students and professors 
from the communications de- 
partments at both McGill and 
I’UQAM will try to answer 
these questions In a project 
this term. 

•The project, entitled Comm- 
unications and the Referend- 
um, will analyze content of 
four electronic media stations 
(Radio-Canada, CBC, CTV, 



CFTM)— and three print media 
newspapers— Le Devoir, The 
Gazette and La Presse. Al- 
so, ' symposiums on the 
matter will be organized as 
part of the project. 

"Vi/e will study only five 
selected Issues— media cove- 
rage of the launching of the PQ 
Whitq Paper and of the PLQ 
’beige’ paper, the Issuing of 
the question, the National 
Assembly debates on the 
question In March and the 
final week of the referendum 
campaign," McGill professor 
Gertrude Robinson, acting dir- 
ector of the graduate program 
In communications, told the 
Dally. 

( Robinson, who Is one of the 
five major Investigators and 



the only from McGill, says the 
project will look at how the 
media formulates editorial ar- 
guments and reports on the 
event. 

“We will see how the five 
themes are reflected In the 
media. If there Is a difference 
between English and French, 
public and private and print 
and electronic media cover- 
age," said Robinson. 

The study, which Is funded 
In part by the Quebec Ministry 
of Education, will Include six 
graduate students In the 
"équipe de recherche,” two of 
whom are from the McGill 
graduate program In comm- 
unications. Undergraduate 
students at I’UQAM will also 
participate. 



Ion why It hasn’t been publish- 
ed," said MacBaln. “It went 
through Council and passed 
long ago. I just forgot. I can’t 
remember everything." 

Although not more than 15 
students turned up for the 
meeting, the executive comm- 
ittee fielded a wide range of 
questions on the business of 
the Students’ Society. 

Michael Shannon, vp univ- 
ersity affairs, outlined the' 
Council grass roots .campaign 
to pass the proposed $4.00 per 
term Increase of fees. 

A similar proposal failed 
last year "because of a lack of 
dedication on the part of 
Council," said Shannon.' 

Council this year plans to 
make widespread use of post- 
ers and small meetings to 
publicize the cause. 

"Few students realize,” said 
Shannon, "that of the $63 per 
term that goes to the student 
fees, only $15 goes to the 
Students’ Society. The other 
$43 of the fees goes to student 
senrices such as athletics and 
health services and $5 goes to 
the Undergraduates’ Society.” 

Shannon pointed out that 
there hasn’t been an Increase 
In fees since 1976, and the 
Increase Is needed to keep up 
with inflation. He also said 
that new programs could be 
started with the extra money 



such as an educational work- 
shop for student leaders on 
how. to run their clubs and 
organizations more efficiently. 

In other business brought 
up, MacBaln criticized the 
Dally for not printing anything 
about the planned Conference 
on Canadian Affairs - "the 
biggest thing we’ve done all 
year." 

. The Conference, to be held 
at McGill In November, 
would bring together students 
from across Canada to dis- 
cuss national affairs. Mac- 
Baln said ads calling for 
nominees for certain positions 
on the organizing committee 
would be appearing soon. 

MacBaln and Council dele- 
gate to the Publication Board 
Nell Wiener also expressed 
dissatisfaction with a propos- 
al for an autonomous McGill 
Dally. 

"The Dally must prove Itself 
to be financially stable and 
accountable to the students 
before we will approve any 
such move," said MacBaln. 
"The new proposal hasn’t done 
this to my satisfaction." 

Wiener added that with the 
proposal as It now stands, 
"the controls of- the Dally 
would all be Internalized, and 
It would be the only campus 
group not to be accountable to 
any University body."

I would like to supplement 
briefly the notice that' the 
Dally issued on the midterm 
Winter Break scheduled for 
February 1981. 

Students at McGill have 
remarked frequently on the 
lack of a "spring break" In the 
final semester. That, In addit- 
ion to requests for a ’"study 
break" before April finals, 
prompted discussion on the 
subject In the Sessional Dates 
Sub-Committee of the Sched- 
uling and Timetabling Senate 
Standing Committee. 

It seems that the adademlc 
year must take Into account a 
four month summer break (for 
student employment), an un- 
usually long exam break (due 
to room shodage), and the 
January CEGEP exam period 
for those students entering 
McGill In the Winter term. This 
leaves barely enough time for 
the relatively short thirteen 
wéek lecture series; 

However, for ’80-’81, some* 
juggling made possible* a 
"break" In February (Thursday 
and Friday lectures are canc- 
elled for all faculties except 
Agriculture, Dentistry, Law 
and Medicine). This, by the 
way, is In addition to the 
traditional Winter Carnival 
weekend where Friday lect- 
ures are cancelled. 

This break Is temporary, as 
is the pre-Christmas examin- 
ation period for Arts and 
Science students. They both 
depend on the Julian calendar 
as well as on the academic 
calendar. 

If the break, scheduled to 
fall on February 26, and 27, 
1981, proves to be. an asset (or 
otherwise), it Is recommended 
that Student Council and the 
undergraduate societies af- 
fected by the scheduling ap- 
proach the appropriate com- 
mittee and/or Senate represen- 
tatives with their comments. 

Student reaction to the 
break as well as to any 
academic policy Is needed 
and has proved to be heeded.

Given the circumstances of 
the letter published In your 
Issue of 31st, I am forced to 
comment In the defence of my 
committee. The Implication 
has been strongly made that, 
the Engineering Faculty, and 
those who organize Its events, 
have no consideration for the 
female members of. the fac- 
ulty. I would like to remind 
those who hold this belief that 
although over 90 per cent of 
the Engineering Faculty Is 
male, almost 50 percent of all 
the events organized for this 
year’s Engineering Week were 
organized by female members 
of the Engineering Week Com- 
mittee (who, by the way, did 
an excellent job). Most of 
these events were major org- 
anizational projects and any 
accusations regarding token- 
ism are unfounded. To further 
make my point, well over 50 
per cent of my primary organ- 
izational staff were female and 
Included representation from 
nursing annd P&OT as well as 
female engineers. . 

This Is but one example of 
overwhelming female partici- 
pation in major organizational 
tasks In this faculty. When I 
entered McGill, 2 out of 4 
E.U.S. executives were fe- 
males. One of these took the 
lead in organizing a women’s 
section In. the Plumber’s Pot, 
called "La Potte." One page of 
this average 8 .page paper 
ended up featuring female 
oriented jokes and a semi- 
nude male."Pet of the Month." 
Some females last year also 
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organized a "Cute Bum Con- 
test" for male engineers. A 
good percentage of females 
also make up a large portion of 
the core of the famed P.P.O. 
These are but a few examples. 1 
could list many more. 

As far as complaints con- 
cerning the pornographic con- 
tent of any of the events, all 
I can say Is that It is my 
responsibility and the respon- 
sibility of anyone I delegate to 
organize an event, to leave 
personal feelings. and morals 
to one side and provide the 
general population with what 
Is desired. The author of the 
letter In question noted herself 
that the attendance at these 
events was overwhelming. 
These were not curious on- 
lookers. These events have 
been run In this manner 
several times In the past 
years. Until which time this 
situation changes and attend- 
ance dwindles, I have neither 
the right nor the privilege of 
forcing a change In the nature 
of the event.

The QUAA has reached the midpoint of the 1970-80 season 
and it's high time we took a look at the way this league is being 
run from a McGill viewpoint. 

Given the track record'of the OUAA offices, essential stats 
and Information on scoring leaders will likely remain well-kept 
secrets. More significant than the dearth of numbers Is the fact 
that the officiating has been atrocious— inconsistent at best. 

Clearly a team like Chicoutimi, with less talent than most, 
gets away with murder, or something closely resembling such. 
The point Is not that they do get away with the same things that 
other teams are called for, but that the referees are being 
woefully neglectful in distributing the proper penalties to the 
proper teams. 

A couple of reasons have been given for the discrepancies, 
all of them extremely disquieting. 

In the Redmen's last home game against the UQAC Inuks, 
the Chicoutimi team was'intimidating as usual. At one point, 
Redman Dennis Gratton went over to the penalty bench^ not to 
argue, but simply to clarify a call. As is his custom on the ice, 
he spoke to. the referee in English. The official just looked at 
him in disgust and skated away. 

Later that game, Gratton tried again, speaking to the same 
official, but this time in French. Although the penalty obviously 
wasn’t revoked, Gratton was listened to politejy. 

This is, of course, only one incident. But Pa’t Shannon, one of 
the few veterans on the Redmen squad, mentioned a while back 
that last year, the Chicoutimi trip was a virtual bloodbath, to the 
point where "little old ladles with no teeth were screaming 
Insults at us, throwing things...". 

There have also been occasions where the refs admittedly 
don't know the rules; One of them asked a Redmen player in 
Ottawa, "What happens if a guy gets into a fight?" If an official 
isn't aware of the rules, there’s something awfully wrong with 
the league's selection of that official. 



- Nobody is ready to admit a discrepancy in the judgement of 
the ref on a call against, an English team as opposed to a 
French team. Nevertheless, the situation exists and can only be 
allowed to worsen. 

It would be a shame if the QUAA league title was decided on 
a bad judgement call made by a French referee, giving a 
francophone team like, say, Trois-Rivières, the championship 
over a predominantly anglophone team, for example Concordia. 

There’s little doubt that the QUAA hierarchy Is insufferably 
pleased with Itself and has no'intention of changing the status 
quo. It Is the college hockey fan who suffers, unable to see 
whether his favorite player has cracked the Top Ten and wat- 
ching the opposition slash or spea'r'hisjieam at will, only to see 
his own team penalized for retaliatory roughing. 

If it wants to survive with its self-respect Intact, the league 
should begin teaching the referees something about objectivity 
and university hockey rules.
